Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed 10/4/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. - 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. Instead of describing both the invention and the reference in their own 
terms, the applicant should point out the specifics defects of the reference and how 
these translate into to the claim limitations, instead of just indicating that they differ.
